NEXT WAR TO SEE FOOD 
CROPS RUINED, SAYS PROF 

AMES, IOWA —(ACP)— An 
Iowa State professor, Dr. A. G. 
Norman, of the Department of 
Agronomy, has developd a type 
of chemical warfare that ‘ will 
in the event of another war, crip- 
pie an enemies food supply. 

Powerful synthetic hormones 
can severely injure the crops of 
enemy nations in future wars, 
revealed Norman. 

“If the hormones are properly 
applied, there is no yield,” said 
Norman. “By varying the con¬ 
centration, crops such as corn, 
oats, wheat, potatoes would be 
"cmpletely destroyed.”
